History affords fow instances more illustrative 
of patient endurance apd persevering enterprise 
than that of New Westminster. At-the first sale 
of town lots—ghe pro§egds of which exceeded 
$80,000—it was announced by the auctioneer 
that out of the proceeds the streets would be 

~ made hy Government. The object: of such an 
announcement at the opening of the sale is ob- 
vious enough, and it had the intended effect, 
causing lots to bring probably 50 per cent. more 
than they would otherwise have done. Bat how 
did Government fulfil their. part of the contract ? 
They did not make the-first street. The pioneers 
were left to struggle single-handed in the midst 
of the forest, and in order to secure their own 
property were compelled in, many instances to 
clear adjoining streets and ‘lots. A second sale 
was advertised ; the same anctionecr attended, 
but so exasperated were the people on account 


_ of the first swindle that a tumult was made and 


* he was not permitted to proceed. Subsequent 
sales did, however, take place, and every lot was 
disposed of. Lots, .rendered valuable by the toil 
and money of those who have been so grossly 
deciéved by the Government, were sold at high 
prices and the proceeds, from first to last, amount- 
ing, we believe, to over $150,000, were thrown 
into the Colonial revenue. In 1860 a Municipal 
Council was formed, and-the amount of’ woik 
done by that Council is, considering the limited 
means at their disposal; something marvellous. 
The powers granted to the Councit by the Or- 
ganie Act are ridicalously limited; aid the sole 
source of reventie has been a tax upow-reil estate, 
thus narrowing down’ the ‘usefulness of that 
body. The tax, althungh-not very large in the 
aggregate, still bears pretty heavily upon indi- 
vidual property holders. If the Municipal Coun- 


cil of New Westminster was designed as an-ex- | 


periment it has proved a very sficcessful one, 
and clearly demonstrates the utility of such in- 
stitutions ina new Colony. 

Our present object is to point ont the propriety 
of investing the Municipal Council of this city 
with all the powers usually possessed by such 
bodies in other countries, and placing at their 
disposal all the sources'of revenue usually enjoy- 
ed by city corporations. We presume there is 
little reason to hope for reimbursement in the 
proceeds of the sale of town-luts ; batit is about 
time that the revenue arising from licenses, &c., 
should be available for Jocal pnrposes. It ap- 
pears to us that-it would’be proper for the Ma- 
nicipal Council to appoint a Committee for the 

' purpose of drafting an Act of Incorporation for 
thie city, conferring apon the Council all those 
powers and rights which r so essential to en- 
able them to extend their sphere of usefulness, 
and place it in the hands of the*member for this 
district for introduction at the beginning of the 
next session Of the Legislature. Sach draft might, 

_ perhaps,. be submitted meantime; to the rate-pay- 
ers for their approval. 

The present system has had a four years’ trial, 
and while it has proved itself defective jand ham- 
pering it has affurded ample proof that the peo- 
ple of New Westminster are thoroughly com- 
petent to work out'to great advantage a Mani- 


cipal system better entitled to the nate and more B r e 


_ consistent with the wants and wishes of the town 
' than the one now’in existence. Wedonot think, 
therefore, that we would be asking more than 
we could make a good use of or more than Gov- 
ernment would deem this community entitled to 


when we ask that during the next session ‘an 40° ‘over proof, superior to any ; 
Act of Incorporation, couferring the fullest Mu-{ 


nicipal powers, should be passed.

"DHE COMMON SCHOOL SQUABBLE. 





Elsewhere will be found copies of correspon- 
dence respecting the Common School of this city, 
So far as the Colonial Secretary is concerned it 
appears to us he has allowed himself to be place: 
in a rather equivocal position. The reply to the 
Chairman of the public meeting and the reply to 
the Rev. Mr. Jamieson hardly harmonize. He 
declines assuming the responsibility of co-operat- 
ing with the public in carrying out the tempo- 
rary arrangement proposed on the one hand, 
While, on the otlier, he shoulders the far graver 
responsibility of perpetuating an unsatisfactory 
arrangement in defiance of public opinion! He 
says, “I have made it my duty to inquire into 
ihe conduct of the school, the working of which 
I have found satisfactory.” It does appear 
singular that the Colonial Secretary should learn 
thisat the very time the public have appealed 


to him for a change in the management of the 


school, Is it possible that he permits his mind 
to be poisoned by designing individuals instead 
of drawing his information from the pure and nn- 
sulliéd stream of ‘‘ public opinion?” We sin- 
cerely regret to see the Colonial Secretary thus 
placing himself in a false position before the pub- 
lic, npon a-question, too, which is becoming so 
much vexed. While we have every confidence 
that his intentions are good, we can only account 
for ‘the extraordinary step just taken on the 
ground that as he.is almost a stranger in the 
Colony his acquaintance with the merits of the 
question under discussion must be limited, and 
what knowledge he does. possess may have been 
drawn from a prejudiced and impure source. 
Amid the ocean of pamby-pamby trash and ma- 
lignant misrepresentation with which the matter 
has been surrounded there is some danger of the 
vital question of popelar or non-sectarian educa- 
tion being overlooked’in personal and sectarian 
squabbles, It appears, therefore, that a succinct 
and dispassionate account of the Common Schvol 
of this city from one of those connected with its 
rise and progress, and interested in its future 
success; is nut uncalled-for, and would serve the 
ends of truth and justice ; and for sach we beg 
to say our culumns are open. The question of 


- egueation is too impyrtant to be allowed to suf- 


fer by personal pique or sectarian bigotry and 


selfishness.
